Once 'shambolic' 
council the UK's 
fastest-improving

SWEEPING reforms and drastic cuts to 
services which caused uproar in the town 
appeared to be vindicated this week when 
Harlow Council was named the fastest- 
improving local authority in the country. 

The spectacular turnaround was confirmed in 
a report published by the Government’s Audit 
Commission on Tuesday. 

Just three years ago, inspectors were appalled by 
the council’s poor leadership, financial mismanage¬ 
ment and declining services, slapping it with the low¬ 
est possible rating of ‘poor’. 

But after being called back for a re-evalutation, 
they have decided to reclassify the authority as 
“good”. 

The progress represents a step up of three ratings, 
unprecedented in such a short time and praised as a 
“radical improvement”.

Council chiefs called a press 
conference to announce the 
result and heralded it as proof 
their hard work and tough 
decisions have paid off. 

However, amid the jubilation 
chief executive Malcolm Morley 
and joint council leaders Tony 
Durcan (Labour) and Chris 
Millington (Liberal Democrat) 
accepted the report’s 
recommendations to make 
further improvements, such as 
better target-setting. 

They added they would now 
consolidate the findings and 
hope to achieve the top rating of 
“excellent” next time. 


Widower's grief as his floral tributes are removed 



A DISTRAUGHT Harlow widower 
has slated council workers for 
removing fresh flowers from his 
wife’s memorial. 

Terence Rix (73), of Felmongers, 
lost his wife Doreen (73) to a heart 
attack in August of last year and her 
ashes were interred at Harlow 
Council’s Parndon Wood 
Crematorium. 

Together with his daughter and 
two granddaughters, he regularly 
visits the spot to leave flowers. 

But on each occasion he has been 
upset to find staff at the cemetery 
removed the tributes almost imme¬ 
diately. 

When he confronted them, he was 
incorrectly told that council policy 
states no flowers can be left. 

“I left a rosebush there and just a 
few days later it had been removed,” 
said Mr Rix. “If I’d have known they 
were going to be doing this kind of 


ridiculous thing, I would never have 
chosen that place for her. 

“It’s a place we need to go to 
remember her and if we choose to 
do it a certain way then we should be 
allowed to.” 

A council spokeswoman said flo¬ 
ral tributes were allowed to be left 
and added the authority would 
ensure all crematorium workers are 
aware of the policy. 

“Relatives are welcome to put 
fresh floral tributes in the gardens 
but they will be removed once they 
are past their best so that the area is 
tidy,” she said. 

“We think that relatives would 
want to see the area well cared for 
and maintained and not everyone is 
able to visit to remove tributes so 
our staff will do this.”

The joint leaders credited their 
predecessors Kevin Brooks 
(Lab) and Lorna Spenceley (Lib 
Dem) for beginning the process 
of change - moves which 
included a huge £2m worth of 
budget cuts necessitating the 
closure of leisure and 
community centres. 

The pair said they did not regret 
the way swift action was taken 
because many services 
previously run by the council 
were now back in operation in 
the hands of the private or 
voluntary sector. 

“The culture of this organisation 
has changed,” said Mr Durcan. 
“We’ve got rid of the ‘them and 
us’ attitude between councillors 
and officers. 

“We are now honest with each 
other in understanding what we 
can do and what needs 
improving, but also recognising 
what we can’t do.” 

Mr Morley added: “The key 
thing is we don’t regard Harlow 
as an island anymore. We 
recognise that we are just one 
part of moving Harlow forward 
and many other partners have to 
play a part too.”

from the debilitating lung 
condition cryptogenic 
fibrosing alveolitis. 

He has had the condition for 
10 years and has coped getting 
to his apartment by driving his 
motorised scooter into the ele¬ 
vator, despite there being no 
disability ramps. But he has 
been housebound and effective¬ 
ly stranded since the lift broke 
down two weeks ago. 

Now his brother George (56), 
of Ayletts Field, Harlow, who 
recently underwent a quadruple 
heart bypass, said he is finding 
it difficult to care for David and 
wants the council to speed up 
repair work. 

“The council has told us it’s 
difficult for them to find the 
right equipment to mend the 
lift,” he said. “It’s not their fault, 
but I want to appeal to them to

help my brother’s housing situa¬ 
tion. 

“What would happen to my 
brother if there was a fire in the 
tower block? He wouldn’t be 
able to use the lift - even if it 
was working, you are not 
allowed to use one during a fire 
anyway - and he certainly 
wouldn’t be able to use the stair¬ 
case. He’s completely house¬ 
bound.” 

Although largely complimen¬ 
tary of the council - which said 
it would pay for Mr Costello’s 
utilities until the lift is fixed - 
Mr Costello said the situation 
could have already been 
resolved had council officers 
not lost his brother’s application 
to move home a year ago. 

“We just want as much help 
as possible and we are running 
out of options,” he added. 

A council spokesman said: 
“We have been supporting this 
particular tenant, who is still 
living in his property. An officer 
has been doing his 
shopping and pay¬ 
ing his bills on his 
behalf and popping 
in to see him on 
regular occasions. 

“If someone 
feels that the 
accommodation 
that they are living 
in has become 
unsuitable, they 
can apply for a 
transfer.”

Star Awards honour community champions 






Raising profile of 
little-known killer 


A GROUP dedicated to 
raising public awareness of 
a common lung condition is 
hoping to spread the word 
by running information 
stalls at local hospitals next 
week. 

Breathe Easy Harlow and 
Epping Forest, a local 
organisation affiliated to the 
British Lung Foundation, will 
be providing information and 
advice about chronic obstructive 
pulmonary disorder (COPD) at 
St Margaret’s Hospital, Epping, 
on Tuesday and Princess 
Alexandra Hospital, Harlow, on 
Wednesday. 

The publicity drive coincides with 
World COPD Day, an initiative 
designed to highlight the fact that 
each year the condition kills more men 
than prostate cancer and more women 
than breast cancer. It also claims more 
lives every year than colon cancer. 


Group chairman Dennis Ramshaw 
said work was particularly crucial 
locally as surveys show that just four 
per cent of people in the East Anglia 
region have heard of the disease, the 
lowest level of awareness anywhere in 
the UK. 

Breathe Easy is also backing a British 
Lung Foundation campaign for anyone 
over 35 who has breathing problems 
or has been a smoker to be offered a 
test to measure the air capacity of their 
lungs by their GP. 

Although COPD is progressive and 
irreversible, the symptoms can be 
treated and slowed if diagnosed early. 
“We know about the impact COPD 
has on people’s lives,” said Mr 
Ramshaw. “We want everyone who 
thinks they may have symptoms of 
COPD or are concerned about their 
lung health to go to their GP to ask for 
a spirometry test. 

“There are nearly three million people 
out there who might have the disease 
and we want to catch them early 
enough so they can be treated.”

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Trick or treat 
scare as yobs 
attack house 

HALLOWEEN turned into a 
real fright for three teenagers 
when a gang of trick-or-treaters 
hurled bricks through the 
windows of a family home. 

A 15-year-old was with two 
friends at his parents’ house in 
Foldcroft, Harlow, last 
Wednesday when two bricks 
were thrown through the 
windows. 

The teenagers believe they 
came under attack after they 
ignored a knock on the front 
door by a group of four trick-or- 
treaters. 

When they went outside to 
confront the group, they were 
met with aggression and they 
allege a knife was pulled during 
the altercation. 

One of the scared youngsters 
called police and four officers 
went to the address. 

The father of the boy, who 
wishes to remain anonymous 
for fear of reprisals, said: “I 
couldn’t believe it when I came 
and found four policemen in my 
home. 

“This trick-or-treating is getting 
out of hand and teenagers are 
using it as an excuse to cause 
trouble. It just doesn’t work in 
places like Harlow; it’s an 
American thing for people who 
know their neighbours, not for 
intimidating strangers. 

“They didn’t know who was in 
the house so it could easily have 
been an elderly person in on 
their own; they hadn’t even 
bothered to dress up, except one 
of them was wearing a mask.” 
Police confirmed they had 
attended the incident but had no 
record of a knife being 
involved.

A BAN on distributing leaflets 
in Harlow town centre could be 
back on the agenda just one 
year after the idea was thrown 
out for sparking a political 
storm. 

Councillors voted against the 
restriction last year after its ini¬ 
tial suggestion in October 2006 
caused outrage among various 
pressure groups and politicians 
in the town. 

At the time, MP Bill 
Rammell said the idea was 
“barking mad”, his 
Conservative rival Robert 
Halfon said it was “absurd and 
dangerous” and former MP 
Stan Newens said it was an 
attack on “a vital part of 
democracy”. 

High profile solicitor Tony 
Bennett, who has campaigned 
as a metric martyr and on 
behalf of the family of Stuart 
Lubbock, also weighed in to 
brand the proposal as “worthy 
of the most repressive totalitar¬ 
ian regime”, while Harlow 
Civic Society stalwart Ron Bill 
vowed to challenge any restric¬ 
tion in the European Court of 
Human Rights.

THE NHS walk-in centre in Harlow is being 
closed by stealth, joint council leader Tony 
Durcan has warned. 

In a surprising outburst, he claimed the popular 
and pioneering clinic in Wych Elm is facing “death 
by a thousand cuts” under West Essex Primary 
Care Trust’s plans to integrate it with the A&E 
department at Princess Alexandra Hospital. 

And he warned the change could take up to four years 
if given the go-ahead, with services suffering in the 
meantime. 

Mr Durcan, who heads Harlow Council’s Labour 
group and is a nurse by trade, said on Monday: “I don’t 
have a fundamental problem with the idea of moving the 
walk-in centre and the A&E closer together but to do it 
at the PAH they will have to redesign the whole depart¬ 
ment and the frontage of the hospital. I don’t logically 
see that’s viable. 

“Even if it can be done, my understanding is that, in 
the meantime, everyone will have to go down to the 
A&E where they will be assessed by a GP - who, inci¬ 
dentally, will be paid £120,000 a year to act as a gate¬ 
keeper - and then potentially redirected back to the 
walk-in centre. 

“What it will be is a walk-in centre without the ‘walk¬ 
in’ bit. You’ll only be able to go if you’re referred there.” 

Mr Durcan also complained the public consultation 
had been “ridiculous”, adding: “I went to one of the 
meetings and there were four people there.” 

A spokeswoman for West Essex PCT said an addi¬ 
tional consultation meeting about the centre’s future had 
been arranged for December 3 at 7pm, at the Latton 
Bush Centre, in Southern Way. 

She also said that if plans to integrate it with A&E get 
the go-ahead, the walk-in centre would remain open 
while the necessary work is carried out. 

She added that the PCT was considering having a sin¬ 
gle point of contact in the iterim period which would see 
patients referred to the centre from A&E, but stressed no 
decision has yet made made. 


Smoking ban’s 
a big success, 
says Rammell 

THE law banning smoking in 
public places has been hailed as 
a great success by Harlow MP 
Bill Rammell, even though he 
had reservations about the 
policy before it was brought in. 
Back in 2004, Mr Rammell 
questioned an outright ban and 
described himself as “genuinely 
sceptical” about a policy which 
had the potential to impose too 
much control on people’s lives. 
But the MP, who later changed 
his mind and voted for the ban, 
said this week that the 
improvements were “there for 
all to see” since smokers were 
prevented from lighting up in 
pubs, clubs, restaurants and 
workplaces three months ago. 
Speaking as new Government 
figures showed a 98.5 per cent 
compliance rate and indicated 
79 per cent of people believe 
the ban has improved public 
health, Mr Rammell said he was 
pleased to have backed the ban. 
“A survey which I conducted of 
my constituents at the time 
showed conclusive support for a 
full ban and I believe this 
survey shows that my 
constituents were correct,” he 
said. “The ban has been 
introduced with no problems, 
and the health benefits and 
improvement in terms of the 
atmosphere of previously 
smoky pubs are there for all to 
see.” 

Thieves hit pub 

CASH was stolen when a pub 
was raided for the second time 
in a month. 

Thieves broke into the Plume of 
Feathers in Gilston on Sunday 
night and took an undisclosed 
amount of money. The burglary 
follows a robbery at the 
premises last month. 


But now the move, which 
would prevent anyone handing 
out flyers anywhere in The 
High unless given specific per¬ 
mission by the council, is on 
the table once more after mem¬ 
bers of the council’s environ¬ 
ment and community commit¬ 
tee heard they would be asked 
to consider the idea again. 

Chairwoman Eleanor Macy 
told Tuesday’s meeting: “I’ve 
asked ( the officers) to think 
carefully about the way it is 
presented this time and then 
come back to the committee 
with something.” 

If the new plan follows last 
year’s model, there would be 
exceptions for churches, chari¬ 
ties and certain “political pur¬ 
poses”, but it would be up to a 
council officer to decide which 
causes are sufficiently legiti¬ 
mate to get a licence. 

Mr Rammell told the Star 
this week he still disliked idea, 
adding: “Freedom to distribute 
literature is the essence of a 
free society and I will certainly 
be talking to the council to 
ensure that this legitimate 
activity is not stopped.”

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Pair ransack 
OAP's home 
in fake visit 

POLICE have issued an 
alert after bogus callers 
ransacked the home of a 
frail 80-year-old man.

The raid occurred at about 
lpm on Friday. Efforts are 
now being made by 
officers to find the 
culprits. 

Mr Anthony added: “We 
would urge the elderly and 
vulnerable not to open the 
door to anybody unless 
they have an appointment 
and to use the door chain 
so people can’t walk in 
without being invited.”

DEFIANT residents of a 
Harlow estate stuck two 
fingers up at vandals this 
week by celebrating the re¬ 
opening of their communi¬ 
ty centre after it was gutted 
by arsonists. 

The revamped neighbour¬ 
hood office at 65 Berecroft was 
unveiled following a devastat¬ 
ing blaze in March which 
caused more than £20,000 dam¬ 
age. 

The fire left a number of resi¬ 
dents’ and community groups, as 
well as the Berecroft Residents 
Association’s popular children’s art 
and craft club The Messy 
Workshop, with nowhere to meet 
and having to make alternative 
arrangements. 

But following renovation work, 
the office is now open again with all 
the old activities and more back up 
and running. 

The repair work was organised by 
housing association South Anglia, 
which owns 300 homes on the 
estate. To celebrate the occasion, 
bosses gave a £200 donation to the 
Messy Workshop, which was 
accepted by organisers Tracy 
Worsley and Sarah Dangerfield of 
the Berecroft Residents 
Association. 

Lorraine Murphy, South Anglia’s 
neighbourhood officer for the 
estate, said: “We are delighted to be 
back in our office. It is an invalu-

able community resource and we 
have really missed not being able to 
meet with our residents face-to- 
face. 

“After the fire, we were left with¬ 
out a permanent home on the estate 
but now we are back up and running 
we will be organising a whole host 
of events and meetings with resi¬ 
dents including our fortnightly 
community surgeries where people 
can come along and speak to other 
organisations like the police and 
local council.” 

Staple Tye councillor and 
Berecroft resident Lee Dangerfield 
(Conservative) said people were 
greatly relieved to have the facility 
back. 

“It’s been a long-time coming and 
there have been problems along the 
way but we’re there now and the 
place is open again,” he said. 

“When you’ve got something like 
that on your doorstep you can some¬ 
times take it for granted but when 
you lose it you realise just how 
important it is. I think every com¬ 
munity should have a centre like it.” 

Essex Police confirmed a man 
was arrested following the fire but 
subsequently released without 
charge. 

Detectives remain keen to hear 
from anyone with information about 
the arson attack.

A LL together now, a big

Susan Olszak fears the next 
fatality could just as easily be 
a child and is now taking 
steps to press for traffic to be 
slowed down along Harlow’s 
Fourth Avenue. 

Her family’s beloved pet 
dog Duke died after being hit on 
the road last Wednesday. 

The eight-year-old cross¬ 
breed was being walked by Mrs 
Olszak’s husband Alex (52) 
when he found a gap in a hedge 
of the field he was in and bolted 
out onto the busy stretch. 

One car swerved to avoid him 
but he was hit by a driver on the 
opposite carriageway. 

The driver, who Mrs Olszak 
claims was going too fast to 
brake, drove on and left a dis¬ 
traught Mr Olszak to take Duke 
to the vets. He died on arrival. 

Mrs Olszak (38) now wants 
traffic-calming measures on the 
road and is to lobby Essex 
County Council for action. 

The mother-of-two, who is too 
upset to return to work at Pitney 
Bowes, said: “Duke has been a 
loyal and loving pet and my fam¬ 


ily is devastated. 

“I know it’s not the driver’s 
fault because the dog ran on the 
road but it really saddens me 
they couldn’t be bothered to pull 
over to check if he was okay. 
Fourth Avenue is notorious for 
speeding drivers and I think 
something should be done to 


slow them down. 

“I am going to ask the council 
what can be done about introduc¬ 
ing traffic-calming measures 
there. Next time it could be 
somebody’s child knocked over.” 

Mrs Olszak also intends to 
contact the police to see if the 
driver reported the accident. 


A spokesman for Essex 
County Council said the authori¬ 
ty would look into Mrs Olszak’s 
concerns, adding: “We keep 
safety along all our highways 
under constant review and any 
concerns raised about speeding 
issues on any of our roads will be 
investigated.”

Youth milk bar opening delay 
as workers remove asbestos 


A PIONEERING milk bar 
project set up for Harlow’s 
youth has had its opening 
delayed because of asbestos. 

The teenagers’ meeting 
spot got the go-ahead in July 
after years of discussions and 
should have been opened by 
September, with work to 
convert a former betting 
shop in West Gate scheduled 
to take just six weeks. 

But the opening of Cafe 
Youth, spearheaded by the 
town’s Youth Council, has 
been put back after workmen 
discovered carcinogenic 
asbestos on the premises. 

The cafe will not open 
until mid-December at the 
earliest and possibly not until 


early 2008 to allow for spe¬ 
cialist workmen to remove 
the dangerous material and 
for building work to be fin¬ 
ished. 

A Harlow Council spokes¬ 
man said: “As this is a com¬ 
munity project, all of the 
organisations are kindly 
donating their work for free 
so they must fit it around 
other commitments.” 

At a ceremony in London 
on Tuesday, the project was 
named Youth Initiative of the 
Year in the Regional Monitor 
Excellence Awards which 
recognise local innovation. 

The council’s Street Scene 
Champions project, under 
which young residents are 


rewarded with shopping 
vouchers for helping to tack¬ 
le environmental crime, was 
also recognised in the 
awards, coming runner-up in 
the Community Safety cate¬ 
gory. 

Joint Harlow Council 
leader Tony Durcan said he 
was proud two of the town’s 
projects had done so well. 

“I would also like to con¬ 
gratulate the Youth Council 
for its work to develop the 
youth cafe project - they 
fully deserve this award. 
Both projects are excellent 
examples of where young 
people are taking a lead in 
making a difference to the 
community.” 



Burglary accused 
released on bail 

A HARLOW man has appeared in court 
charged with burglary following a raid at a 
Costcutter supermarket. 

Jimmy Holdcraft (47), of Longbanks, 
appeared before Harlow magistrates last 
Wednesday in connection with the incident 
which occurred two days earlier in 
Newport. 

As well as the burglary charges, he is 
also accused of driving other than in accor¬ 
dance with his licence. 

Holdcraft was released on bail to next 
appear at Chelmsford Magistrates’ Court 
on January 4. 


Did you witness robbers 
in brutal subway attack? 


DETECTIVES have launched an 
investigation after a man was 
punched to the ground and robbed 
in a Harlow underpass. 

The 42-year-old was walking 
between the Hides and First 
Avenue when he was set upon by 
two assailants. 

The victim was punched in the 
face with such force it knocked 
him to the ground. While he was 
down, his attackers ransacked his 
pockets and stole his mobile 
phone and cash before leaving 
him to call for help. 

Detective Sergeant Paul 
Maleary is leading the investiga¬ 
tion and said: “The man was left 
shaken and upset by the whole 


incident and we would like any¬ 
body with information to come 
forward to help find the people 
responsible. 

“The attack happened as the 
man made his way home from 
drinking in the town between 
6.30pm and 7.30pm on Saturday, 
so anybody who was in the area at 
the time and saw anything suspi¬ 
cious is asked to call us.” 

One suspect was described as 
being aged 20-25, about 6ft tall, of 
medium build and with short 
brown hair. No description was 
given for the second attacker.

The place for space 
age TVs and music 




T HE observant among you will 
have noticed that Harlow’s 
biggest record shop - the Virgin 
Megastore, in Broad Walk - has 
recently changed its name to Zavvi. 
Perhaps this may be a topic for Nostalgia in 
the distant future but this week we take a step 
back in the other direction to a popular music 
store of decades past. 

Our picture shows Leytonia, in West Gate. This was 
the place to go for kids wanting the latest sounds in 
the early days of The High although, in common 
with most early record shops, its main stock in 
trade were radios, TV sets and domestic appliances. 
Our picture probably doesn’t allow you to fully 
appreciate the space-age looking television sets in 
the window, but they are there along with the signs 
proudly proclaiming the shop as “Your Murphy 
Dealer”. 

And for motoring buffs, the vehicles on the left are 
also of interest - the Leytonia van, which advertises 
“service without equal”, carries the curious number 
plate 9IF. 

We recalled this shop, along with others such as 
Finlays, in Little Walk, and Startime Records, in 
West Walk, on the Nostalgia page a month ago. But 
it is another that we mentioned - the Tartan Bag 
Shop, in The Stow - that jogged the memory of The 
Fortunes resident Irene Sawyer (68). 

“My first job in Harlow was in the office of 
Radbourne’s Dairies, in Commonside Road, and the 
business later moved to The Stow,” said Mrs 
Sawyer, who has lived in Harlow since 1953 when 
her family moved here from the East End. 

“At that time, when any new people moved into the 
town, our manager and the managers of other rival 
dairies would offer them gifts in an attempt to win 
their custom. 

“It was around the same period that I used to go 


into the Tartan Bag Shop to buy my button earrings 
and my 78rpm records. I loved the American rock 
and roll stars like Jerry Lee Lewis, Little Richard 
and Buddy Holly - and, of course, Elvis, who is 
still my favourite! 

“I remember the girl who served in the Tartan Bag 
Shop was called Pat.” 


Mrs Sawyer also remembers one of the other stores 
previously mentioned in Nostalgia , Kenville 
Jackson, in Old Harlow. “I once bought a radiogram 
there,” she said. “It is certainly true to say that you 
do not find shops like that in today’s Harlow!”

DID you know that the UK 
music charts which many of us 
listen to on a Sunday afternoon 
have only been around for 55 
years? 

The first rundown of the best-selling 
British singles was published on 
November 14, 1952 by the New 
Musical Express (now known as the 
NME) magazine and featured just 12 
records! 

The magazine only introduced the 
chart as a gimmick in its circulation 
battle against its bitter rival, the now 
defunct Melody Maker , but it soon 
became one of the NME's most 
popular features. 

Recognising the reader appeal of 
printing such a chart, other music 
magazines started to copy the idea, 
but it wasn’t until 1960 when trade 
newspaper Record Retailer published 
a Top 50 that the modern singles chart 
was born. 

However, the sheer number of 
different charts available to music fans 
throughout the 1960s meant that it 
was often difficult to know which band 
had sold the most records. That is 
why the BBC and Record Retailer 
decided to create an official 
organisation which was given the 
responsibility of overseeing an official 
national Top 50. 

Since then, the singles chart has 
stayed much the same, although 
recently the way of calculating total 
sales was changed to include tracks 
downloaded from the internet onto 
MP3 players.

A third of all the food we buy in Essex ends up in the bin - wasting money and 
contributing to climate change.

A ROW has broken out in the 
pages of a national newspaper 
about the amount of money 
being poured into Harlow to 
help swing the next General 
Election. 

Since Conservative Parliamentary 
candidate Robert Halfon wrote to 
The Guardian to defend the aid 
received by his campaign, the town 
has become a focus for debate on the 
rights and wrongs of donors con¬ 
tributing to campaigns in marginal 
seats. 

Mr Halfon wrote in after questions 
about the money spent by the Tories in 
Harlow surfaced in a report on BBC Radio 
Five Live , in which he and a Star reporter 
were interviewed. 

He argued that the funding, much of it 
from millionaire deputy party chairman 
Lord Ashcroft, “levels the playing field” 
because sitting Labour MP Bill Rammell 
is able to call on his allowances to fund lit¬ 
erature and has assistance from trades 
unions. 

Mr Rammell wrote an angry response 
and, most recently, Lord Ashcroft penned 
a counter attack. A number of others have 
also written in to take sides on the broad¬ 
er point of whether wealthy party donors 
should be able to inject large sums into 
marginal constituencies.

Mr Rammell wrote: “In recent years, 
since it became compulsory for donations 
to be declared to the Electoral 
Commission, the Conservative party in 
Harlow has received £143,229. The bulk 
of this has come from Tory financiers such 
as Ashcroft and corporations with regis¬ 
tered offices as far afield as the British 
Virgin Islands, Tel Aviv and New York. 

“This huge funding imbalance enables 
my Tory opponent to pay for glossy mail¬ 
ings and weekly front page party political 
advertisements in the local papers.” 

But in reply, Lord Ashcroft accused Mr 
Rammell of having a “shaky grasp” of 
democracy, adding: “It is cowardly for sit¬ 
ting MPs to seek to restrict the campaign¬ 
ing capacity of their opponents while pro¬ 
tecting their own sources of support and 
exploiting the advantages of incumbency.” 

Last week, talks between the main 
political parties broke down after the 
Government refused to consider including 
money from trades unions in any cap on 
donations. 

However, Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown has come under pressure from 
many of his own MPs, including Mr 
Rammell, to push ahead with plans to 
limit the influence of Tory bankrollers.

AN Epping boy left severely disabled after a 
private doctor bungled his Caesarean deliv¬ 
ery has won a multi-million pound compen¬ 
sation payout. 

Jake Smith (8), of Carpenter’s Drive Lane, 
Thornwood Common, was awarded the settlement 
after his father Jonathan sued Richard Sheridan, the 
consultant obstetrician who oversaw the delivery. 

Mr Sheridan had already been found liable for Jake's 
injuries after a High Court hearing in April 2005, where 
Mr Justice McKinnon concluded that the doctor had used 
“excessive force” in delivering the baby in May 1999. 

Apparently born lifeless, it took doctors at Watford 
General Hospital 17 minutes to revive Jake, during which 
time he suffered brain damage so severe he will need 
around-the-clock care for the rest of his life, counsel 
Susan Rodway told London’s High Court last Wednesday. 

She told Mr Justice Saunders that the problems with 
delivery would have caused an enormous shock to baby 
Jake and the disabilities he now has are classic signs that 
he suffered an acute hypoxic insult to his brain. 

Describing the case as “poignant in the extreme”, Miss 
Rodway said Jake had been a long-awaited and much 
wanted baby and that his mother Abigail had undergone 
fertility surgery to enable his conception. 

Although the exact amount of the settlement agreed 
with Mr Sheridan’s professional insurers was not 
announced in open court, awards upwards of £7m have 
been made in similar cases and Miss Rodway described 
the figure as “remarkable”. 

Approving the settlement, Mr Justice Saunders agreed 
the amount should be paid in a single lump sum and said 
the case was “both sad and remarkable”. 

“Jake enjoys a happy and fulfilling life through the 
extraordinary efforts of his parents and I am happy that an 
agreement has been reached,” he told the court.

P UNK rock and Harlow? As unlikely 
bedfellows as they may seem in 
today’s sanitised musical bubble of 
plasticine pop and dour divas, our town 
has a rich rock heritage stretching back to 
the days when musicians were politicised 
polemicists in obscenely tight trousers. 

In the social upheaval of the late 1970s and early 
’80s, local bands with improbable names held 
court at one of the myriad live music venues 
spread liberally throughout the town. 

Hooked on the primal DIY punk ethic that spoke to so 
many disenfranchised youths during those interminably 
bleak days of Thatcherism, miners’ strikes and 
recession, these young upstarts crafted three-chord 
catharses that articulated the fears, frustrations and 
anger of a generation. 

As the Star's Sound Check column illustrates, Harlow 
still has a burgeoning music scene awash with youthful 
talent, but after the recent controversial changes to the 
town’s musical Mecca The Square, many have been 
forced to ply their trade out of town, hitting 
overcrowded London sweatpits or playing 
‘homecoming’ gigs eight miles down the A414 in 
Hertford. 

So what happened to those halcyon days of self-made 
local heroes, independent record labels and packed-to- 
the-rafters rock contests? 

One man who remembers the era with hazy affection is 
Richard Holgarth. Formerly guitarist and songwriter 
with Pete The Meat And The Boys and The Gangsters, 
he is now a member of pub rock legend Eddie And The 
Hot Rods and a key player in The Square One 
Partnership, spending much of his time in negotiations 
with Essex County Council over the future of Harlow’s 
historic music venue. 

“When I was in The Gangsters, we decided that the best 
way to get exposure for our music was to release stuff 
ourselves,” he said. “That’s when we came up with the 
idea of starting up Stortbeat Records in collaboration 
with another local group, The Sods, in the late ’70s. 

“It was literally a DIY operation back in those days and 
a reaction to some of the boring old brigade of 
pompous musicians. We were on the cusp of punk at 
the time and we were a fairly popular band in the 
Harlow area. We knew plenty of other local groups who 
deserved to have their music released and it seemed 
like the obvious thing to do.” 

The business was very much a pioneering project, and 
not only in the context of Harlow. Other labels in their 
infancy at the time included Rough Trade, Stiff and 
Cherry Red, all of which have enjoyed varying degrees 
of success since and remain operational to this day. 
“Stortbeat was the first in Harlow, along with No 
Wonder Records which was the New Town Neurotics’

own label. But whereas they only released their own 
music, we started putting out records by several other 
local bands - including The Licks, The Rabbits and The 
Spellin Misteaks. 

“We started up at the same time as some of the 
independent labels that have since made it big, like 
Rough Trade and Stiff, for example. At that time in the 
late ’70s, we were all on a par with one another and it 
was just bad luck really that we didn’t make it to the 
same position they’re in today.” 

Although it struggled to continue after the punk 
explosion began to die down in the early 1980s, 
Stortbeat nevertheless spawned a host of imitators in 
the area, including Airplay and Davy Lamp. The latter 
was set up in the wake of the miners’ strikes and Not 
Just Mandela - a protest album against Thatcher’s 
planned pit closures featuring The New Town 
Neurotics, Eddie And The Hot Rods, The Housemartins 
and a young comedian by the name of Porky The Poet 
(aka Phil Jupitus) - was among the label’s first 
releases. 

S o why was Harlow such a fertile breeding ground 
for this grass roots musical ethic? Richard 
believes the fact it was still a fairly young New 
Town played a vital part in the genesis of the vibrant 
music scene on which he fondly looks back. 

“You’ve got to remember that Harlow was a very young 
town back in that period,” he said. “It was still being 
referred to as Pram Town by some and I think this is 
where a lot of the energy and vibrancy came from. 
“Back then, live music formed part of everyday life for 
everyone in the town. There were regular gigs at places 
like The Square, The Playbarns and Whispers (now 
Liquid ), rock contests and massive free concerts in the 
Town Park where famous acts like Thin Lizzy and 
Hawkwind used to share the stage with us local bands. 
“It really was inspirational and it used to make 
youngsters want to go and pick up a guitar and do it for 
themselves. Coupled with the fact that these were 
politically charged times, especially for the working 
classes, the town was a hotbed of musical creativity.” 
But what of today’s bands? While there’s no question of 
the real talent and passion on the scene, the ongoing 
controversy surrounding the future of The Square and 
the absence of any tailor-made replacement suggests a 
bleak future for local musicians. 

“Harlow’s a cultural desert at the moment,” said 
Richard. “The Square’s in trouble, Victoria Hall 
Theatre’s in danger of closing and no-one seems to 
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“There are so many great musicians in the town and 
plenty of people who want to listen to them. But that’s 
becoming more and more difficult as bands are being 
forced to play elsewhere. 

“We put our recent homecoming gig on at the Hertford 
Marquee, because the fact they’ve shut the bar at The 
Square and turned it into a youth club alienates a lot of 
our audience. 

“Although websites like MySpace.com have helped 
bands to get their music out there, we know that most 
fans prefer to own something tangible like a record or 
CD, which is why we set up Shedio. 

“We’ve just put out our debut album on the label and 
secured online UK distribution through the likes of 
HMV and Amazon and, hopefully, we can go on to help 
many other local groups do the same.” 

To DIY or not to DIY? As long as there are still people 
like Dave and Richard to inspire, there’s no reason why 
other musicians can’t follow. 

And if the debacle engulfing The Square ever gets 
resolved in favour of those who care most about the 
venue, we might just see a return to the electrifying 
days of punk folklore that gave our humble town a 
tangible sense of identity and purpose. 


really know what’s going on at The Playhouse. When 
you think of the amazing work Dick Kilburn (head of 
entertainment development at Harlow Council during 
the ’70s and ’80s) did for the arts in this town, the 
situation today is a sorry mess. 

“Dick used to organise the annual rock contest and 
convince big name bands to come and play those 
fantastic free concerts in the park - it’s a world away 
from what we have now, which is precious little. I 
really worry for the young musicians in this town; 
they’re slowly being marginalised and soon won’t have 
anywhere to go.” 


B ut one young band has taken it upon themselves 
to try to initiate a timely revival of the old DIY 
punk ethic. Anthemic post-rock wizards The 
Worldonfire have dusted off the blueprints of Stortbeat 
Records and given it a modern twist by exploiting the 
potential of the internet with the creation of their own 
label, Shedio. 

“We knew about the old record labels set up in the ’70s 
and ’80s by bands like The Gangsters and it inspired us 
to do something similar for bands in Harlow today,” 
said lead singer Dave Walsh.

Greek revenge retold 
was just Electra-fying 


REVIEW 

ELECTRA 

Playhouse Theatre Company, Playhouse Studio, Harlow 


LAURENCE Sach’s devastating, exemplary 
take on Frank McGuiness’s version of 
Electra is a triumphant translation of 
Sophocles' masterful tragedy of love, 
bloodlust and revenge. 

The story of one woman’s anguish and 
desperate desire to avenge her father’s death, 
its central theme remains potent to this day and 
lends itself well to Irish playwright McGuiness’s 
sometimes colloquial, often powerfully poetic 
adaptation. 

Exploring an endless cycle of violent revenge 
symptomatic of humanity’s most base, eye-for-an- 
eye mentality, the play deals in the polarised 
extremities of human emotion - anguish and joy - 
while reminding us of their inherent transience. 
Electra (the remarkable Kate Millner) is a woman 
consumed by an obsessive desire to avenge her 
father Agamemnon’s murder at the cruel hands of 
her mother, Clytemnestra (the wonderfully stoic 
Gillie Tatnall). 

Alienated from her family through her unrelenting 
grief and treated no better than a servant, Electra 
clings to the faltering hope that her absent brother, 
Orestes (the brooding Martin Colton), will one day 
return from afar with revenge on his mind. 

When news of Orestes’ apparent death reaches the 
Palace of Mycenae through an enigmatic stranger 
(David Schacht), an inconsolable Electra all but gives 
up hope and descends into an increasingly hysterical 
madness. 

But Orestes soon appears at the palace intent on a 
final act of vengeance, revealing the stranger’s tale to 
be part of an elaborate ruse to catch his mother and 
her new husband, Aegisthus (Tony Saxby), off¬ 
guard. 

Millner made a truly heartbreaking Electra, giving an 
astonishingly raw depiction of the corrosive effect 
that years of mourning has had on her mind, soul 
and body as she teeters on the brink of insanity.

University, Arian (Derek Luke) and Ernest (Michael 
Pena), follow the advice of their idealistic professor 
Dr. Malley (Redford) and attempt to do something

important with their lives, they decide to join the 
battle in Afghanistan. 

While Malley is touched by their dedication, the 
liberal-minded professor is less enamoured with 
their choice of vocation and struggles to come to 
terms with the fact he has provided the motivation 
for their bold choice. 

As the two impressionable young soldiers battle for 
survival in the field, their tale provides the link 
between two contemporaneous yet seemingly 
disparate stories unfolding on opposite sides of the 


United States. 

In California, the anguished Malley attempts to 
galvanise a privileged slacker student into action by 
telling him about his former charges now fighting 
overseas, while in Washington DC, presidential 
hopeful Senator Jasper Irving (Tom Cruise, in career- 
best form) displays George Bush-like bullishness 
when he announces a misguided change of strategy 
that will directly affect the disillusioned don’s former 
students. 

Far too complex a piece of cinema to be dismissed 
as a riff on bleeding-heart liberalism, Redford’s 
assured direction and Michael Matthew Carnahan’s 
smart script ask serious questions about misplaced 
political idealism without resorting to offering trite, 
over-sentimentalised answers.

THE CAKE SALE 

Various Artists (album, Oxfam) 

The problem with charity records is that they’re often not very 
good - the usual multi-millionaire suspects churning out 
rejected B-sides and collectively guilt-tripping the public into 
buying them because of the worthier-than-thou sentiment. But 
Oxfam may have just bucked the trend with this unexpected 
gem, featuring contributions from lesser-known musicians and 
coursing with a tenderness that genuinely moves.

THE BECKONING SILENCE 

(4DVD, PG, retail) 

Joe Simpson’s astonishing, gruelling struggle to 
survive a mountaineering accident in Peru in which 
he was first left dangling in freezing space before 
being cut loose to fall into a glacier and agonising 
crawl with a shattered leg for help was related in his 
book Touching The Void and subsequently adapted 
into the remarkable documentary of the same name. 
Now he’s back to tell the story of another accident, 
one which first spurred him to climb and to which his 
own brush with death bears uncanny resemblance. 
But the story of Toni Kurz and his three friends who 
came desperately unstuck while attempting to 
conquer the north face of the Eiger in 1936 is not one 
of miraculous survival against the odds, more one of 
despair and endurance as the implacable mountain 
claimed them one by one. 

Their route up the Eiger is retraced via a combination 
of short climbs by Simpson himself and convincing 
period reconstructions, from the team’s initial 
euphoria as they looked like cracking it until a 
random accident forces them to retrace their route to 
the point where they realise they’ve made a tragic 
and deadly mistake. 

As the brutal conditions take their toll and Kurz finds 
himself the last man alive, suspended in space with 
one dead friend hanging beneath and another above 
anchoring him, it’s impossible not to root for him to 
somehow survive, particularly as rescuers are just 
shouting distance away. 

Simpson, pictured right, remains an engaging, matter- 
of-fact guide throughout, ensuring his own tale never 
eclipses the historical story he’s telling and sufficiently 
insightful and honest to admit that there’s absolutely 
no rational justification for climbing perilous great 
chunks of rock and ice. 

Extras include a making-of and an interview with 
climber Chris Bonnington about the Eiger’s north 
face.

MASTERS OF HORROR: SERIES 2, 
VOLUME 1 

(Starz Home Entertainment, 18, retail) 

A partial review of this set a few weeks ago 
(necessitated by the postal strikes) found much to 
admire in Stuart Gordon’s masterful adaptation of 
Edgar Allen Poe’s The Black Cat and Dario Argento’s 
stomach-flipping tale of nature’s apt revenge Pelts. 
Now the remaining five of the seven discs in this set 
have arrived and it’s pleasing to report they are, by 
and large, a blast. 

Joe Dante delivered the first season’s political 
highlight with the Iraq/zombie story Homecoming 
and takes that accolade again with The Screw fly 
Solution , a disturbing and mostly credible account 
(until a rather unconvincing left-field twist) of a world 
ravaged by an epidemic which drives men to 
frenziedly assault and kill women until the species 
itself teeters on the brink of extinction. 

Rob Schmidt’s Right To Die takes its cue from the real 
life case of Terry Schiavo in 2005, with the excellent 
Martin Donovan as a dentist whose incredibly hot but 
domineering wife Julia Anderson is flambeed in a car 
accident. He’s all for turning off the life-support - until 
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discovering that every time she flatlines her vengeful 
soul is able to come after him. 

Series creator Mick Garris contributes an excellent 
haunting (or is it?) from an original Clive Barker story 
in Valerie On The Stairs, as a failed novelist washes 
up in a haven for unpublished writers and finds 
himself encountering the mysterious but sexually 
tangible young woman of the title. The misdirection is 
very well handled and although the ending may be a 
pure steal from Fritz Lieber’s Our Lady Of Darkness, 
it’s a poetic stroke that works perfectly. 

John Landis evidently had his tongue wiggling in 
cheek again for Family, casting George Wendt (Norm 
from Cheers ) as a homely suburban serial killer 
obsessed with constructing a proxy family (a very 
gooey business) who bites off a little more than he 
can chew with his latest candidates. 

After making the very impressive, offbeat and 
gruesome Cigarette Burns for the first season, John 
Carpenter is a bit of a disappointment here. Pro-life 
quite bravely engages with the pro-choice/anti- 
abortion debate by having a women’s health centre 
under siege from a gun-toting Christian extremist 
(Ron Perlman) and his sons for giving refuge to his 
15-year-old daughter, whose illegitimate pregnancy 
may very well have demonic origins, but the 
characterisation is too cliched and events too 
implausible to really pull you in. 

All in all, this is a strong set with something for every 
horror fan, and each episode comes with a couple of 
making-of featurettes, commentaries, biographies and 
scripts.

GREAT BRITISH JOURNEYS

You can travel the world, only to return and find there 
are few places as alien, exotic and surprising as your 
own back yard. 

In this engrossing series, Coast co-presenter Nicholas 
Crane set out to explore some of the hidden byways 
and features of the British Isles in eight journeys 
following in the footsteps of famous and not-so- 
famous historic travellers. 

Slogging it out by foot, bicycle, horse and canoe, his 
journeys take him to some fascinating places and give 
an educational insight into the economic powers that 
shaped our little island’s landscapes and the legacy 
they have left to this day. 

Thus we retrace the steps of Daniel Defoe through 
East Anglia in the early 1700s, Thomas Pennant’s 
sometimes punishing audit of The Highlands in 1772, 
William Gilpin’s explorations on the River Wye in 
1770, Celia Fiennes’ year-long tour of every county in 
England from 1697, William Cobbett’s famed Rural 
Rides from 1821-26, Gerald of Wales’ 500-mile trek 
through that country in 1188 to enlist men for the 
third crusade, John Leyland’s ambitious plan to 
record the entire isles in the 1530s and Henry 
Morton’s motor tour of Scotland in the 1920s and 
’30s. 

Crane makes for an affable, and enthusiastic travelling 
companion, largely unperturbed by obstacles in his 
way and with a knack for uncovering vestiges of a 
past thought long lost.

RYAN Kirby faces a

Number one keeper James 
has only just started light 
after recovering from a 
fracture sustained in a 
pre-season friendly against 
Bishop’s Stortford, while there 
is a question mark surrounding 
the fitness of number two 
Michael Dumoulin. 

Dumoulin was ruled out of 
Saturday’s Fans Focus.com Essex 
Senior Cup defeat at Redbridge after 
sustaining a leg injury in the Capital 
League game against Ware two days 
earlier. 

David Hogan has returned to 
Dagenham so Kirby had to turn to 
out-field player Michael Gliddon, 
who has played in goal before, 
against Redbridge (see page 54 
for match report). 

Dumoulin was 
expected to play in 
last night’s reserves 


game against Enfield Town in the 
Capital League, but any reaction could 
leave Kirby without a keeper again. 

The player-boss told Star Sport. “If 
I go for a loan player and Michael 
[Dumoulin] is fit, that loan player will 
be wasted. We will have to see how 
Michael goes in training.” 

Gliddon could don the gloves again. 
He performed capably as a stand-in at 
Redbridge having played in that posi¬ 
tion in youth football. 

Harlow’s elimination from the Essex 
Senior Cup has left them in the posi¬ 
tion of having to concentrate on the 
league, and they desperately need a 
result to kick start a flagging campaign 
after going 11 games without a win. 

After enjoying three consecutive 
victories in September, their form has 
dipped and they have only picked up 
three points from the last six games. 

They lie 17th, just two points ahead 
of the bottom-placed team Leyton. 

Kirby said: “We are going through a 
difficult patch results wise but I think 
we will come through it as a stronger 
side. 

“Even before [last] Saturday’s game 
I was telling the players about having 
to focus for this Saturday. We need to 
get a win and get some momentum.” 

He added: “We have to learn to 
adapt to different games and different 
situations.” 
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
